1. Organization

Emerging Growth Equities, Ltd. ("the Company") is a registered broker dealer with the Securities and
Exchange Commission ("SEC") and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority
("FINRA"). It is a Pennsylvania limited partnership that is a wholly owned subsidiary of EGE Holdings,
Ltd., a Pennsylvania limited partnership. The Company, like other broker dealers, is directly affected by
general economic and market conditions, including fluctuations in volume and price level of securities,
changes in interest rates and securities brokerage services, all of which have an impact on the Company's
liquidity.

2. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

The following are the significant accounting policies followed by the Company in the preparation of its
financial statements. The policies are in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in
the United States ofAmerica ("GAAP').

Revenue — Securities transactions (and related commission revenue and expense, if applicable) are
recorded on a trade date basis.

Investment banking — Investment banking revenues include gains, losses, and fees, net of syndicate
expenses, arising from securities offerings in which the Company acts as an underwriter or agent.
Investment banking revenues also include fees earned from providing merger-and-acquisition and financial
restructure advisory services. Investment banking management fees are recorded on offering date, sales
concessions on settlement date, which is not materially different than trade date, and underwriting fees at
the time the underwriting is completed and the income is reasonably determined.

Concentration of credit risks — The Company maintains its cash in bank deposit accounts which, at times,
may exceed federally insured limits. The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts.
Management believes the Company is not exposed to any significant credit risk related to cash.

The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities in which counterparties primarily
include broker-dealers, banks, and other financial institutions. In the event counterparties do not fulfill their
obligations, the Company may be exposed to risk. The risk of default depends on the creditworthiness of
the counterparty or issuer of the instrument.

Depreciation — Fixed asset purchases are classified as three or seven-year property for depreciation
purposes. They are depreciated under accelerated methods.

Cash and cash equivalents — The Company includes as cash and cash equivalents amounts invested in
money market mutual funds.

Income taxes — No provision has been made for income taxes since the Company has elected to be taxed as
a partnership and is not taxed at the entity level.

The Company recognizes and discloses uncertain tax positions in accordance with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America (GAAP). As of, and during the year ended, December
31, 2015, the Company did not have liability for unrecognized tax benefits. The Company is no longer
subject to examination by federal and state taxing authorities for tax periods prior to 2012.

Allocation of income, loss and cash distributions — Allocation of net income, loss and cash distributions are
allocated 99.5% to EGE Holdings, Ltd. and .5% to EGE Special Purpose Corporation, the general partner
which is owned by EGE Holdings, Ltd.

Use of estimates — The preparation of financial statements in conformity with U.S. generally accepted
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported
amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial
statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results
may differ from those estimates and assumptions.

Subsequent events- Management has evaluated subsequent events through February 23, 2016, the date at
which the financial statements were available to be issued and has determined that there were no subsequent
events requiring recognition or disclosure in these financial statements.

3. Operating Leases

The Company leases certain equipment under non-cancellable leases that expire in 2015. Equipment lease
expense for the year ended December 31, 2015 totaled $5,934. Future minimum lease payments under
operating leases are as follows:

Deposit with and Payable to Clearing Broker

The Company maintained a clearing agreement and clearing deposit with ITG, Inc. ("ITG") until June 30,
2015. The deposit was returned to the Company on August 3, 2015; since the agreement was terminated,
the Company has not been required to maintain a clearing deposit. The Company also maintained a
clearing agreement with Interactive Brokers which was terminated on September 30, 2015.

7. Computation for Determination of Reserve Requirements

The Company will operate in accordance with the exemptive provisions of paragraph (k)(2)(ii) of SEC
Rule 15c3-3. All customer transactions were cleared through ITG until June 30, 2015, at which point
customer accounts were no longer maintained.

8. Net Capital Requirements

The Company is a member of the FINRA and is subject to the SEC Uniform Net Capital Rule 150-1.
This Rule requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio of aggregate
indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not exceed 15 to 1. At December 31, 2015 the Company
had net capital of $18,756 which was $13,249 in excess of its required net capital of $5,507. The
Company's net capital ratio was 4.4 to 1.
